The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 



While Niblett discloses a gateway for linking between different communication protocol 
models that capable of handling synchronous communication sessions as well as asynchronous 
model of communication in order to response to a client request. 

Ditmer (newly cited reference) teaches a Web-based fault and alarm management tool 
that enable users to monitor the performance of their network and generate traffic alarms upon 
encounter network blockage or a high error rates. 

And Chuah (newly cited reference) teaches a RSVP-BASED tunnel protocol that 
guaranteed services to aggregated packet flows which adapts to traffic conditions in order to 
improve bandwidth efficiency. 

None of these references taken either alone or in combination discloses a method and 
device for preventing blocking of an application communicating with another device utilizing a 
connection having all the claimed features of applicant's instant invention, specifically including: 
"forwarding, by the application, a user request to the user interface of the application to the 
application-client of the application, the user request comprising the at least one command; 
issuing, by the application-client of the application, a confirmation message to complete a 
request-acknowledgment loop between the user interface of the application and the application- 
client of the application prior to executing the request thereby freeing the user interface of the 
application to process subsequent user input prior to completion of the request; a media-sense 
module for detecting whether the connection is operational, the media-sense module configured 
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to, at least: detect cessation of traffic on a link underlying the connection, and determine an error 
rate for the connection; and the second software module for retrieving the saved state and 
continuing a communication session when the connection is restored as detected by the media- 
sense module.". Also, there is no motivation to combine the Niblett reference with the Ditmer or 
Chuah reference to meet these limitations. It is for these reasons that applicant's invention 
defines over the prior art of record.
